One of the initiatives of the
Committee is the Village’s new
First Responders Registry Form.
The Registry, which is completely
voluntary, allows officers to have a
better understanding of residents with
medical or mental health issues so
that they can take this information
into account if called to the home. The
Registry even allows the officers to
know if pets are in the home so that
they have a full picture. Residents

MANVILLE ROAD CORRIDOR

IMPROVEMENT PROJECT

Bids for the project to improve pedestrian safety on Manville Road from Memorial Plaza to Tompkins Avenue were received in January,
and the low bid came in below cost estimates. The project is supported by $1.6 million in grant funds that will be reimbursed to the

Village. Work is expected to begin in the spring, with more information on the timeline expected. Material availability may affect the
project’s schedule.

The rendering below shows the work that will be done for the next several months to improve pedestrian circulation in downtown
Pleasantville. Work will include sidewalk and crosswalk improvements, signal enhancements, speed calming measures, and the removal
of the Memorial Plaza slip lane. In order to accommodate work around the Memorial Plaza Monuments, which will not be touched, the
flag poles will be temporarily removed for public safety.

As the contractor mobilizes for the project, more detailed information will be released. Anyone with questions regarding the project can
call 914-769-1940 or email info@pleasantville-ny.gov.

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NEW PARKING RULES
IN MEMORIAL PLAZA

Parking spaces on the train side of the median have been
restricted to permit holders on weekdays from 6 am to 3 pm.
Based on changing parking demand and recommendations
by parking consultants, the Village has passed new parking
regulations for the Memorial Plaza lot. The lot will be
reserved for permit holders only on weekdays from 6 am

to 10 am. After 10 am on weekdays, and Saturday from 8
am to 6 pm, metered parking will be available to anyone.
Pay stations have been installed, and people can pay by
phone via the Pango mobile app. As the new regulations are
implemented, the public will be advised.
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PRIVATE DEVELOPMENT
PROJECTS IN THE VILLAGE

Construction undertaken by private developers
continues on several apartment buildings in the Village,
with significant progress being made. Here’s a look at
the status of each project:

70 Memorial Plaza

The three-level underground garage is completed;
installation of the HVAC, fire sprinkler, plumbing and
storm water systems continues within the garage areas.
Installation of the entire exterior thermal envelope

is underway, which is estimated to be completed in
approximately 4-6 months - weather dependent.

52 Depew Street

Lower level garage area platform complete with

the entire wood framing of the upper levels near
completion. Installation of the exterior envelope and
windows in progress.
